Fron t C ornw all to A ustr alia. 
The fleets of herring fishing b oats sail­ 
ing out of the ports of* Great Britain 
are grand seagoiug craft, strong and 
swift, and ab le to st and the stormiest 
weatlx r. 
They are usually rigged with 
two stumpy masts and carry enormous 
square lugsails, which have to b e low 
er» il and raised every time the b oats 
“ c om e ab out.”

Iu many cases the crews own the 
b oats, each m an having a share, b ut in 
any case the fishermen have an interest 
in the am ount of fish sold and are paid 
according to results. 
If is a glorious 
sight to see these b oats racing home a f t ­ 
er a good haul, the first b oat in having 
tlx- b est m arket for tlx* fish. 
It is not uncommon at Tarb ot, the 
headquarters of tlx* Loch From* b oats; 
Peel, in the isle of Man; Penzance, in 
Cornwall, and at some Irish ports to 
see the fish taken away b y cartloads to 
b e used b y tlx* farmers for m anure at 
times when an unusually b ig catch has 
oversupplied the market. 
In many places during the sum m er 
th**re art* races organized b y the towns­ 
people and visitors for these luggers, 
and the interest in tlx* events is far 
more k« *en 
than 
in tin* finest yacht 
races. Onl y recently a Penzance lugger 
was sailed b y lx*r » Tew to Australia, 
and made the passage iu wonderfully 
quick time. The large b oats are manned 
b y from 29 to 30 men, tlx* weight of 
tlx* lugsails making a b ig crew a neces­ 
sity. In most cases the « ails are stained 
a reddish b rown, and distinguishing let­ 
ters and numb ers on the sail tell to 
what 
port tlx* eralt b elongs. — Now 
York Sun.
